President Outlines Changes 
In Old Boys Association 


Those Old Boys who attended the March 10th Dinner 
honouring Terry Cronyn received the report that the Consti- 
tution of the Association was duly amended as proposed at 
the Special General Meeting on February 22nd. This, the 
third change from the original Constitution that was adopted 
in 1893, still contains the twe original objectives of the 
Association. 

‘To promote a bond of fel- 
lowship among the Old Boys of 
Ridley College and to keep them 
in touch with each other and with 
the School.” 

“To further the interests of 
Ridley College.” 

The major changes in the 
Constitution are: firstly, the 
elimination of fees so that, in 
effect, your fee payment should 
from now on be added to your 
Foundation Fund contribution; 
secondly, the change in the 
Association Year to July 1 
through June 30 to coincide with a 
the Foundation Fund and School Weare: thirdly, the SS. 
of R.C.0.B.A. Regional Vice- Presidents in order to better 
co-ordinate the work of Ridley Old Boys within the important 
Foundation Fund Programme. 


By now many of you have read and heard that ‘‘Terry 
Cronyn Night”? was an inspiring occasion. Terry’s message 
and Hume Cronyn and Jessica Tandy’s taped introduction 
were memorable moments. Terry’s talk was also taped and 
will be presented to the School in the original, uncensored 
unexpurgated version. The record number in attendance 
heard the many messages that so many of you sent in and 
we are very grateful for your thoughtfulness. 


I was in Western Canada a few weeks ago on business 
and managed to join Ted Pilgrim and Terry at an Old 
Boy/Parent dinner in Calgary. It was a most happy 
occasion, chaired by Pete Jenner and arranged by Hoadley 
Mitchell. It was good to see a number of Old Boys I 
hadn’t seen in some time, and to meet many other Ridleians 
and Parents.

John Guest Discusses The Lower School Today 


Though 1899 has generally been accepted as the date of 
the founding of the Lower School, it is a fact that this 
coming September will mark the School’s 70th Anniversary. 
In 1897, by the comparatively simple expedient of designating 
certain young boys (three in number) as belonging to it, 
a “Junior” School at Ridley College was created. This was 
the first such establishment in Canada and pre-dated the 
founding of the “Prep” at U.C.C. by some years. The 
original three with a couple who had entered in 1898 joined 
with a record entry of eight in 1899 and moved into the new 
building which used to occupy the site of today’s Lower 
School tennis court. The name of “Lower School” was 
not decided upon until 1902. 

This, however, is not a report on the first seventy years 
of the Lower School but an attempt to describe some aspects 
of the School as it is today. As I am frequently required 
to answer questions about the Lower School, I feel that the 
shortest way to report on it is to answer here some of the 
most frequently asked questions. 


Q. Besides the physical development in plant and so on, 
what have been the most significant changes that have 
taken place in the Lower School since the early days? 


A. In the first place, of course, the School has grown 
considerably in size. We now number 145 boys of whom 
111 are boarders, occupying every available bed and every 
available space in the building. Secondly, a lot of the 
“Lower”? aspect of the School has disappeared. The low- 
est form is now Grade 6 and as it is a comparatively small 
group, the majority of the boys are in the 7, 8 and 9 
forms which means that the Lower School now corresponds 
very closely in academic matters to a Junior High School, 
such as those established in parts of Toronto and in some 
states of the U.S. 

Q. Is there still a form III in the Upper School? 


A. No. This form was abandoned, experimentally, a 
couple of years ago and all grade Niners, at the present 
time, are situated in the Lower School. 

Q. This must have created some problems in age. 

A. Yes. There were and occasionally are, some prob- 
lems. However, we have established an upper age limit 
and as we no longer take very small boys, it is possible 
to run the school as an ‘“‘Intermediate’’ rather than “Junior” 
establishment. 

Q. With so many Grade 9 types, what do you do about 
athletics? 

A. Our first teams now play ‘Under 15” teams from 
Upper Canada College Senior School and St. Andrew’s and 
older teams from other schools. Our second team now 
takes on the ‘‘Prep’’ and most other junior school first 
teams in football and hockey. We still play on an equal 
basis with T.C.S. Boulden House, however. 

Q. With so many boys, are there still the same chances 
for participation? 

A. More than ever. The Lower School now can field: 
three football teams, five soccer teams, five hockey teams, 
a basketball team, two swimming teams, a gym team, a 
squash team, four cricket teams and a track team. On a 
per capita basis, the Lower School boys probably enjoy the 
use of more athletic facilities than any other group in 
Canada. The arrangement of late afternoon classes gives 
our 145 boys the full use of the facilities that are more than 
adequate for 275 boys. 

Q. So much for athletics — how about academics? 
With so many high school-level students, some develop- 
ments must have been necessary? 

A. Yes. As you know, very adequate classrooms and 
an Assembly Hall were built in 1954. Since then we have 
created a Lecture/Projection/Music Room, an Art Room 
and a really fine Science Lab which has separate lecture 
and working areas and is fully equipped for the much more 
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advanced Science course we now provide. In addition to 
these, we have the new Memorial Library and a separate 
Reference/Work Library in the East House with an over- 
flow Reading/Chess Room in the West House. The libraries 
are run by student librarians under the guidance of Mrs. 
Morgan who also looks after the purchasing and indexing 
of the ever increasing number of books which we are pur- 
chasing or which are contributed to the Library. 

We make use of the Language Lab in the Upper School, 
too. A Lower School class uses it for French in the first 
period of every day of the week. Incidentally, all classes 
from Grade VI up are now “rotary” so that the academic 
atmosphere of the School is on a level with that of a high 
school. 

Q. Is there much difference between the Lower School 
course of study and that of a public school? 


A. Yes and no. No — the differences do not preclude 
the acceptance of public school entrants in any of our 
grades. Yes — there is a difference in the amount of 
work done, in the challenge provided and in the standards 
of discipline, both mental and otherwise. The courses of 
study correspond, roughly, to those of the Ontario public 
school system but French is started (very tentatively) in 
Grade VI, Latin in Grade VIII and the English course in 
all grades is considerably more comprehensive. As a 
result, we have found that the steep and rocky step from 
elementary school to the more exacting requirements of the 
high school is somewhat smoothed. 

Q. Naturally you are biased, but you obviously believe 
that a boy going through Ridley should enter the Lower 
School? 

A. Of course I’m biased, but I believe I am also right. 
I know that there have been many, most successful Rid- 
leians who did not enter the Lower School, but an examina- 
tion of the facts and figures shows that the boys who have 
had an introduction to Ridley through the Lower School, 
who have found their feet and lost their sharp edges there, 
who have met the chailenge and lost their inhibitions there, 
have, for the most part, achieved more in the Upper School 
in respect to their numbers than have those who have come 
there as new entries. Have a look for instance, at the lists of 
Ontario Scholars and prefects for the past few years. 

Q. Now you’re really blowing the Lower School horn! 

A. Perhaps a little, but I’ve got to admit it’s not neces- 
sarily because these boys went through the Lower School; 
it’s because they entered Ridley at a good age. If three or 
four years at Ridley are good for a boy, it surely follows 
that six or seven should be better. We at the School and 
Old Boys alike, believe that Ridley has something special 
to give. I believe in giving it to the young. They are at an 
age when they need it and are at an age when they are 
receptive to it. 

Q. O.K., O.K! I get the message, but that applies just 
as well to boarding schools that don’t have separate junior 
sections, or at least sections that are separated the way the 
Lower School is at Ridley. I have heard it deplored that 
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there is a gulf between the Upper and Lower Schools at 
Ridley; that the Lower School is not enough a part of 
Ridley. 

A. I have heard that, too. but it’s nonsense. The 
Lower School is physicaily separated from the Upper School 
for reasons that were good in 1897 and are still good today; 
in fact, with our increased numbers, for reasons that are 
even better today. A single school of over 400 in one body 
cannot serve the individual boy as well as two schools. A 
subdivision of responsibility, of supervision; the tailoring of 
regulations and activities to age groups and so on and so 
on, are advantages too obvious to require elaboration here, 
but let me stress one point — the Lower School boys feel 
as much and are as much a part of Ridley as anyone 
here. There is no cult of Lower School first and Ridley 
second, here. If you ever hear someone say that the Lower 
School seems apart, it will be a case of ‘‘out of sight, out of 
mind’. I can assure you that we don’t ever feel apart 
from, we feel a part of Ridley. 


Q. Right. So I’ll send all my fifteen sons to the Lower 
School. How about Grade IX? 

A. We'll take them — if they are qualified and are 
under the age limit — but let me give you some reasons 
why you should send them earlier — (1) They’ll settle in 
more quickly in a lower form and at a younger age. (2) 
They'll not have to take the double plunge from home 
into boarding school and from elementary into high school 
all at once. (3) They’ll be able to take advantage at a 
more receptive age of all the opportunities and challenges 
offered at Ridley. (4) Even an outstanding Ninth Form 
new boy can hardly take a position of leadership or respon- 
sibility. Such positions can obviously only be assumed by 
boys with at least one year, or sometimes more, of exper- 
ience. 

Q. I have heard talk of expanding the Lower School. 
At the time of the 75th Anniversary campaign, it was said 
that Ridley was big enough. 

A. Ridley is probably the best equipped school in 
Canada. We have facilities that are better or equal to 
those of institutions with far more boys than we have. 
The rising cost of maintaining these facilities is one of the 
factors contributing to our rising fee scale. If Ridley can 
accommodate more fee-paying customers without having 
to expand these facilities, it would have a beneficial effect 
on our overhead cost picture. Any business man knows 
that his margin of profit, if any, must come from the near- 
capacity use of his plant. An expansion of the Lower 
School would, in no way, over-tax the general facilities of 
the College. Even the Lower School dining-room and 
kitchens can readily accommodate additional numbers with- 
out radical adjustments. 

Q. What will the expansion entail, then? 

A. The “twinning” of the wing facing the east side of 
the courtyard; by building dormitories, back to back with 
the existing dormitories, and by similarly expanding the 
ground floor and basement to provide classroom and other 
areas. 

Q. When will this happen? 

A. Certainly not this year, but soon, we hope.

The result of this has been the addition of an indoor 
rowing tank to Ridley’s sport facilities. Since early Feb- 
ruary, budding oarsmen under the direction of Mark Gallop, 
Harry Appleton and Neil Campbell (’45-’47) have been 
getting into physical condition with calisthenics and practic- 
ing their rowing. 

All of this pre-season conditioning and practice rowing 
will mean much better trained crews once the short out- 
door rowing season gets underway. 

In addition, one Old Boy has donated a new Italian 
eight oar shell to the School and a present Parent has 
promised four single shells. 

Rowing, which got underway at Ridley only last year 
should with these new facilities and equipment become a 
feature of the Summer term. 

The Rowing Team will be competing in the Schoolboy 
Henley at St. Catharines, on May 27th and 28th.
